The. Ice In. the Vongh wen^ -out last 


night 'to the accompaniment of a .se- 
vere thunder storm. Ice gorges caused 
damage along tho river, as had boon 
predicted, and the barrier which had 
been built at tbo West Pemi power. 
house' at Payettc proved unequal to the 
strain put upon It by tho heavy, drift- 
ing Ice and wns pushed back against 
the wall. 
, 


Tho ice came .In spurts, heavy ice' 


and soft mush ice being followed. In 
turn, by high water. Tho ice gorges 
wore worst at about 5 o'clock 
this 


morulng. 


The Wost I'onn power plant worked 


under difllcuHlc.i, as tho soft Ice, ac- 
companied by the sticks and riobrls 
which comes down with a hfgh river, 
choked 
tho screens of 
tho intake 


pipes. Tho power wail not Interrupt- 
ed, however, duo to th« constant work 
of a farce of men who pushed nway 
thc Ico and kept tho screens clear. 


>• All tho available men at tho plant 
were put to work nt this, and fur- 
nished with long Iron bars with sci-ap- 
ers on tho end, with which the debris 
Is pushed out Into the stream. A large 
dredging machine which reaches out 
some 20 or 30 foot Into the river, was 
also used, for the same purpose. 


The triangular barrier, meant to 


keep tho debris In mid-stream, and 
away from tho screo:is of- the intake 
pipes, and which bowed under the 
weight of the Ice, was In good con- 
dition 
again 
later 
this 
morn- 


Ing. 
When 
the pressure 
of tho 


heavier Ice was removed, tbc barrier 
nwung hack Into -place. 


The storm Itself was a regular raid- 


summer tornpost,'with uhurp lloshea.of 
lightning and heavy thunder, together 
with a bard downpour of rnln. This 
morning, a Blight drizzle was followed 
by a few ilakes of unovr, but by noon 
the nun came out and the Weather Man 
had predicted that tho rest of tho day, 
and tomorrow, too, would 
bo 
fair, 


Those who believe that thunder wakes 
up the snakes and Is a sure sign of 
spring, are happy today. 


The river wan swelled by the rain 


and the Ico gorges to a height of 7.60 
feet. 


At one time this morning tho Ice was 


piled 10 or 32 feet high all across the 
river. By daylight, however, most of 
It had gone out. Up the river It broke 
with a roar like that of. an artlllpry 
battle. 


Tho river propped suddenly, which 


led some to tho belief that tho ice wan 
gorged at somo other paints.

. The Lehigh Coke Company was or- 


iginally founded by German capital- 
ists under the lead of the Deutsches 
Bank to introduce in America 
the 


Gorman process ot producing and uti- 
zatlon of Its coal byproducts. 


A contract was made with the Ber- 


lin Anhalter and tio Stetttoger com- 
panies to construct tho necessary re- 
torts, -which, however, they failed to 
accomplish to the Lohlgh's satisfac- 
tion. 
A. lawsuit was brought by the 


j latter and ended with tho two Ger- 
man companies paying large damages 
to American concerns, while another 
German firm, Koppers, ot Essen, was 
commissioned to construct tlie retorts 
required iy the Lehigh.
